From the synod his funeral 
orators will be chosen and as a token to 
his memory St. Paul's church is appro- 
propriately draped in monmingf. 


The services at the church lasl uig^ht 
were eulogistic of the ^eat preacher and 
in the history of the Lutheran church in 
America no communicant was mourned 
is the late Rev. Dr. Walther. 
The only matter of importance before 
the synod this morning was the resolu- 
tion to accept the pro-gymnasinm prop- 
erty at Milwaukee. 
This property has 
been under the jurisdiction of three 
northwestern districts and the vote this 
morning makes it the property of the 
general synod. This afternoon the synod 
is to decide its character and the proba- 
bility of its creation into a college like 
Concordia, of this city, was taken as 
accepted at noon.

Paris takes the third 
place, her population 
amounting to 
2,240,124, and each inhabitant 
having 
for alimentary purposes 58 liters p e r 
day, and for secondary use 169, or a 
total of 227. Berlin has 2,302,283 in- 
habitants, for each of whom there are 
140 liters daily; Vienna, 770,172 in- 
habitants, with 100 liters each per d a y ; 
Naples, 463,162, with 200 liters; and 
Turin 
278,598, with 90 liters ahead 
•yery twenty-four hours.

When mother told me h e r gripsack 
was packed I told her if there was a 
heaven to come back and let me know 
some way. 
'Oh,' «he replied, 'you 
would not believe though one rose from 
the dead.' I told her I would believe 
if she rose from the dead. 
She replied, 
'I will if I can.' 
This she did by turn- 
ing white after death and looking as 
sweet as a girl of 16, and smiled just as 
sweetly. 
I remained 
until she was 
cold. 
T h e neighbors who were pres- 
ent will vouch for the truth of this. 
Her face was terrible to behold. 
Noth- 
ing but the love of God could produce 
such a change. 
War is nothing over 
the sea, b u t let it come home as it has 
to me, then it goes for t h e heart- 
strings; and even now while I am scrib- 
bling I feel more like singing the 'Old 
Log Cabin in the Lane.' I return 
thanks to Almighty God for ro\\ing 
mother over a river 
a-shoutiiig and 
landing her a-r.miling." 


A Plea For the Hack Driver. 


"There is a class of citizens 
which 
newspaper men should draw attention to 
oftener than they do," said a philanthro- 
pist a few days ago, "and I mean the 
hack and cab drivers of the city. 
If one 
them happens to get into trouble of any 
kind he has public attention drawn to 
bim, but, as he goes faithfully and un- 
complainingly about his business, he is 
rarely thought of. A sudden 
storm 
comes up, a lady or gentleman hails the 
ever-present hack, climbs into its cush- 
ioned shelter and is driven home, and 
all this without a single thought of the 
driver, expoead to the severest attacks 
of the elements outside. 
Every hour of 
the day and night, whether stingingly 
cold or driving rain, the unnoticed hack 
driver does his duty. 
Nobody stops to

A Pet Whale's Antics. 


An 
immense whale is "knocking 
about" in the water a t Santa Monica. 
It is quite tame, and the inhabitants take 
great pleasure in feeding it and watching 
its antics in the water. 
It is so friendly 
that he will follow a boat at a respectable 
distance and eat the food thrown to him. 
He is esi)ecially fond of fruit. Of course 
there is no way to fill him up; but he 
knows when he has enough, and when 
satisfied takes a plunge and disappears. 
Whales are shy monsters, and when it 
comes to enjoying the company of 
human beings, no such fact was ever re- 
corded before. 
Some years ago a whale 
was captured and placed in an aquarium 
in Paris, where he became the object 
of great interest. 
I t grew to great 
size and was not slow in respond- 
ing to the calls of its keeper. The 
constant 
stream of visitors 
naturally 
made it lose its shyness, and it often 
seemed to enjoy the presence of sight- 
seers. 
This whale was in 1884 sold to a 
showman in London for the handsome 
sum of $25,000. 
Great trouble was ex- 
perienced in loading it on the schooner 
Misty Way; but the trouble did not end 
there. 
While in a gale in the channel 
the vessel was badly wrecked, and the 
huge wooden tank, which stood o n t h e 
u p p e r deck, was smashed and t h e valu- 
able inmate escaped. 
The sailors, w h e n 
they saw t h e whale floundering on t h e 
deck, were thunderstruck and made f o r 
t h e rigging. 


It is just possible that this most pre- 
cocioxis whale at Santa Monica is the same 
one that endured captivity at Paris anc 
made its escape. 
He evidently belongs 
to the species known as the sebbaldius 
sulfurens, as the body is large and rela- 
tively slender, and is capable of great 
speed. 
Just how long this marine visitor 
will remain in these southern waters is 
not known; he may disappear as myste- 
riously 
and unceremoniously as he ap- 
peared upon the scene. The Santa Monica 
people are enjoying him, and it is to be 
hoped no atti^mpt wiU be made at a capt- 
ure.—IjOS Angeles (Cal.) Express.

Food Products of China. 


In an interesting article on "The Food 
of China" The North China Herald says 
that the greatest part of the soil of thé 
Celestial empire which is cultivated ia 
devoted to the production of food. There 
are no flocks or herds, and the areas de- 
voted to cotton and mulberry are very 
small compared to the extent of the em- 
pire. 
Of the 250,000,000 or 260,000,000 
of China three-fifths five on rice and two- 
fifths on small miUet and wheat. 
In the 
dry, dusty soil of the northern provinces 
millet and wheat grow weU and form the 
food of the inhabitants; in the moi^ soil 
and hot climate of soutti China rice pros- 
pers and forms the chief produce and 
food of the people. 
Maize extends over 
a wider area every decade. 
Valuable, 
too, is the glutinous rice, from which the 
old undistilled wine is brewed, and which 
is itself an appetizing article of food. 
Cabbages and carrots, with the best tur- 
nips, onions, melons and radishes, have 
come into China from the west; the 
kind which are indigenous are interior. 


Western gardening, which has im- 
proved so many vegetable productions, 
has done much for China in supplying 
her markets. 
Spinach was introduced 
1,000 years ago from Persia, and the 
name pot-sia, by which it is known, 
means the Persian 
vegetable. 
Lately 
beet root has come in from Europe, for 
though the Chinese cannot make up their 
minds to make railways, they hke new 
fruits and vegetables well enough. The 
introduction of European and American 
vegetables, seeds and fruit trees 
into 
China is improving and varying the food 
of the people, just as western arts and 
manufactures are increasing their luxuries 
and comforts. 
And in these ways many 
changes are being brought about quietly 
but effectively, which are to a consider- 
able extent altering the old hfe of the 
Chinese and almost imperceptibly opening 
the way to further departures.—Chicago 
Times. 


The Science of Noses. 


The nose, we all know, forms a promi 
nent feature in everybody's career, but it 
has been left to M. Sophus Schack, a 
Danish disciple of Lavater, to find out 
that it is an infaUible index to human 
character. 
He tells us in a book just 
pubUshed that his discovery is the result 
of a long and patient study of this facial 
organ am<ing people of all nations. Ac- 
cording to his experience, the moral and 
physical natiu-e of a person can be gath- 
ered from the formation of his nose. A 
well developed nose, he says, denotes 
strength and courage; a little turn up nose 
indicates cunning and artfulness; a deli- 
cate, straight nose, taste and refinement; 
a curved nose, judgement and egotism; 
and a thick, misshapen nose, dullness 
and want of tact. 
But this is not all. 
"The noso," pioceeds our physiognomist, 
"discloses to the intelligent observers the 
faculties possessed by the owner. 
It also 
indicates the intensity of his intellectual 
activity and the delicacy of his moral sen- 
timents. Finally, the nose, which belongs 
both to the mobile and immobile parts of 
oiu- visage, reflects faithfully the fugitive 
movements of our inclinations." If all 
this be true, it is evident that people who 
desire to disguise their (liiaracter or dis- 
semble their passions must in future be- 
ware of their noses, or, rother, 
they 
must 
wear false ones.—Pall Mall Ga- 
zette.

C H A P T E R I. 


ACCOT7NT8. 


Claims to be Filed. Sec. 1. All persons having claims against the City 
of Fort Wayne for work rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoever, 
shall, on the Saturday preceedlug the second and fourth Tuesday of each and 
every month, file with the City Clerk their respective claims, certihed to by 
the officer who may have authorized the expenditure, or ordered the purchase 
involved in such accounts. 


Finance Committee to Report. 
Sec. 2. I t shall be the duty of the 
Finance Committee of said Council, on the Monday preceedmg the second and 
fourth Tuesday of each month, to meet at the council chamber and examine 
guch claims as are filed with the Clerk of the City ; and to report t o said 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deem correct and just. 


P r o v i s o . 
Sec. 3. No claims of any kind, whatsoever, will be received by 
said Council, unless examined and reported by said Finance Committee. 
Provided, That in cases where written contracts have been made, and entered 
into between the City and other parties, this chapter shall not apply.

ANIMALS. 


Poiindmaster*» D u t i e s . 
Sec. 1. I t shall be the duty of the Common 
Council, to provide a public pound ajid to erect therein buildings for hay and 
feed, stables for horses and cattle, and pens for smaller annimals, and to pro- 
vide means for watering such animals.

of all his doings and of all moneys collected by him as such Poundmaster, and 
he shall pav all moneys coliected under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, and the Treasurer's voucher therefor shall 
accompany said monthly report. 
The City Marshal shall, in a book provided 
for the purpose, and kept conspicuously displayed at the city hall, enter all 
complaints made to him in repfard to animals found running at large, giving 
the name and residence of the complHinant; and any reputable citizen may 
enter for himself sucli complaint, and it shall be the duty of all officers and 
patrolmen to give notice of all animals seen by them running at large, and the 
said PoundmastHr shall take prompt action upon such information.

He shall estab- 
lish and locate permanent "T3ench marks," and all plats, profiles or other de- 
lineations for sewers, streets, alleys or sidewalks shall be made with reference 
thereto; and he shall keep a record of such "Bench marks," and all grades 
given by him, or established by the ('ommon Council, for the improvement of 
such sewers, streets, alle)^s and sidewalks. He shall keep in his office a map 
or chart showing i>iainly the location, size and kind of each and every public 
sewer in the city, and the location of all manholes and catch basins in con- 
7u>ction with the same. 


I>eputie.H, Sec. 6. Said Engineer may appoint, subject to the approval of 
the Common Coimcil, one comj)etent assi.stant civil engineer, a^t a salary not 
t<^ exceed one hundred dollars per month ; one rodman^ at a salary not to ex- 
ceed seventy-five dollars per month, and when necessary, two chainmen, 
whose compensation shall not exceed one dollar and fifty cents each foreverv 
day actually employed. Said City Engineer shall have exclusive control over 
such assistant engineer, rodman and chainmen, and may discharge any or all 
of them at any time for incompetency, negligence or insubordination, or if, in 
his opinion, the employment of such persons, or any of them, may ¿ecome 
unnecessary. 


Interfering- with OfBcern. Sec. 7. If any person shall interrupt or 
molest said Engineer, his assistants or employes while engaged in the dis- 
charge of their official duties, by riding or driving any horse, animal or ve- 
hicle against the persons, surveying instruments or apparatus of said Engi- 
neer. his assistants or employes; or shall remove or destroy any stakes, monu- 
ments or other landmarks fixed or determined by him, or by wilfully causing 
or offering them any kind of corporal injury or hindrance, such person or 
persons shall forfeit and pay a fine in any sum not to exceed one hundred 
dollars, for each and every offense so committed. 


No Fees. 
Sec. 8. And said Engineer shall not be entitled to make any 
charge against any person for any of the services herein specified other than 
his salary as fixed by the Council, except for such services as he is directed to 
make by the statutes of the state.

T<> Be Abated, 
Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Street Commissioner, 
vviien ordered by the (Jouncil, to give notice in \ v T i t i n g ( i f the owner be a resi- 
dent of the city) to the owner of any lot or parcel of ground having standing 
water thereon, notifying him of the condition of said lot or parcel of ground, 
and requiring him to till up or drain said ground of all standing water, within 
ten days after the notice. If the owner be a non-resident of the city, or, 
if he l)e unknown, it slsall be snllicient to i)nblish said notice for three weeks 
consecutively in soin<i newspaper i)ublished in the city, requiring the owuer 
to till up or drain said ground, within fifteen days after tlie last publication; 
and it shall be the duty of the officer serving the notice, or causing the pub- 
lication to be made, to file his return or proof of publi<iation, with the City 
Clerk under oath. 


Couui'il to Order Fillinji. 
S(ic. 3. If the owner shall fail or refuse to 
till up or drain said ground, after being notified, as provided for iu section two, 
it sliall be t/ie duty of the Common Ciuncil to order the same to be done at 
the expense of the owner, which work shall be done by letting the same to the 
lowest and best bidder, after advertising for proposals for at least ten days 
before the day of letting, in a daily newspaper published in the city, which 
order for the work shall be adopted by a two-thirds vote of the (Common 
Council. 


Mode of Collection. Sec. 4. After the work shall have been contracted 
for, as provided in the last preceding section, the work shall proceed as 
the law requires for the improvement of streets; but, if, after advertising, 
there shall be no bids, or if the successful bidder shall, from any cause what- 
ever, fail t<i do the work, then the Common Council shall order the Street 
Commissioner to at once proceed to fill up or drain said ground, so as to abate 
the nuisance, in such manner as the Civil Engineer shall direct, and the 
Street Commissioner shall report the expense of the work, under oath, against 
each property owner, which expense shall be, by resolution of the Common 
Council, assessed upon the property according to said repoi-t of said Street 
Commissioner, whereupon the s a m e shall be charged a g a i n s t the owner upon 
the t a x duplicate, a n d collected a s other city taxes.

It shall be lawful for the Chief Engineer 
and the Assistant Chief Engineer, to require the aid of any drayman with his 
horse and dray, driver of a licensed wagon with his team and wagon, or any 
citizen, inhabitant or bystander, in drawing or conveying any engine or other 
fire apparatus, to the fife and in working and using the same, while at a fire.

Sec. 13. No street railroad car, wagon, or other vehicle, 
shall be driven over any unprotected hose of the fire department of the City 
of Fort Wayne, when laid down on any street or al • \ to be used at any tire 
or alarm of fire, without the copsent of the Chief Engineer or the Assistant 
in command. 


Keys. 
Sec. 14. No person shall have in his possession, or make or cause 
to be made, any key or keys of any fire engine or truck house, or fire-alarm 
telegraph box, or use, or cause to be used, the same, without the consent of 
the proper authority (except the Fire Commissioners and members of the fire 
department.) 


Property Saved. Sec. 15. No person shall be entitled to take away any 
property in the possession of the fire department saved from any fire, until 
proof of ownership be made, satisfactory to the Chief Engineer or acting 
Chief Engineer. 


Defacing-. Sec. 16. Xo person shall scratch, stencil or post placards or 
bills on any poles of the fire-alarm telegraph, or in any manner deface or 
injure the same. 


Not to Open Box. 
Sec. 17. Xo person or persons, except those con- 
nected with the management of the same, shall open any signal box, unless it 
be to give an alarm of fire ; or in any manner meddle or interfere with any 
signal box or fire-alarm telegraph wires. 


Penalty. 
Sec. 18. Any person violating any provision of this chapter, 
shall, upon conviction, forfeit and pay a fine of not more thuu one hunared 
dollars.

Fire Limits. Sec. 1. All that part of the City of Fort Wayne, embraced 
within the following limits, shall be known as the fire limits of said city, to- 
wit: Beginning with the intei section of Superior street and Lafayette street, 
thence south along said Lafayette street, to Wayne street; thence west along 
Wayne street to Barr street: thence south on Barr street to Jefferson street: 
thence west on .iefferson street to Clinton street; thence south on Clinton 
street, to the track of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago railway ; thence 
west along said track to its intersection with Harrison street: thence north 
on Harrison street to Wayne street; thence west on Wayne street to Webster 
street; thence north on Webster street to Superior street; thence east on 
Superior street to place of beginning. 


Proviso. 
Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to erect or cause to 
be erected, any frame building or shed within the fire limits of said city. 
Provided, That buildings destroyed by fire or acts of Providence, to an extent 
equal to not more than seventy-five per cent, of their assessed value, may be 
repaired to the extent of their former condition. And provided^ further. That ^ 
the owner of any frame building now existing within the tire limits, may j 
repair the same of like material to an extent not to exceed in any one year, ! 
twenty-five per cent, of the assessed value of such building ; to do so, he shall 
first file with the City Clerk his written application for a permit, in which he 
shall give the number of the lot upon which the same is situated, with a min- 
ute description of such repairs, with an estimate of the costs thereof, and tlie 
assessed value of the building, and said repairs shall not exceed twenty-five 
per cent, of such assessed valuation. 


Oftiirers. 8ec. 3. The Fire Department of the City of Fort Wayne, shall 
consist of a Chief Engineer, a First and Second Assistant Chief Engineer, as 
many iiremen, enginemen, hosemen, truckmen, and other persons as nuiy be 
deemed necessary by the Common Council, to be divided into companies as 
the Fire Commissioners may direct. 


Fire Commissioners. 
Sec. 4. The Fire (Commissioners shall consist of 
the Mayor and four members of the i'onmion Council, to be elected by the 
Common Council at their first regular meeting in .May of each year. 
It shall 
be tlieir duty to examine and report to tlu! Council upon all matters relating 
to the fire department referred to them by the Common ('ouncil. 
They shall 
at all times have free access to all and every portion of the engine houses, 
rooms, stables, and premises, and power to examine, and report npon the con- 
dition of all fire apparatus, and property of said department. The said Com- 
missioners shall have power to suspend, expel, fine or reinstate any such sus- 
pended member. They shall have power at all times to purchase all feed and 
supplies necessary, except fuel, as the same from time to time are needed, 
and in case of emergency, shall have power to have any of the tire apparatus 
repaired sufficiently to keep them fit for service. 


Kecord aiul Reports. 
Sec. o. The Chief Kngineer shall keep a record 
of the doings and workings of said department, subject at all times to inspec- 
tion. He shall, semi-annually, in the months of January and .Inly, at its first 
regular meeting in each month, make an accurate report to the Common 
(Council, of the doings and condition of the department, and shall make 
si>ecial reports at such times as the Common (Council shall, by resolution, 
require. He, together with the Fire Commissioners, shall have entire control 
over the employes and property of said department. 
The Chief Engineer 
shall have power to suspend «ny employe, and in case of the suspension of 
any employe, it shall be his duty to at once notify the Fire Commissioners 
thereof in writing, giving his reasons therefor. 
The Chief Engineer shall be 
held accountable for the safe, and proper care of all city property in his cus- 
tody as such Chief. He shall make such rules, and regulations for the govern- 
ment, discipline, and good order of the department as he may from time to 
time deem expedient; such rules and regulations, before taking effect, to be 
first ratified a n d approved by a vote of the Council. 
He shall, at fires, have 
sole c o m m a n d over all officers, employes, a n d persons. 
may be present. 


It shall be his duty to e x a m i n e into the condition of all cisterns, hydrants, Hre 
a p p a r a t u s , a n d houses connected therewith, and report the s a m e to the F i r e 
Commissioners. 


AsHiMtantM. Sec. <5. The First and Second Assistant Chief Engineers 
shall be appointed by

CHAPTER X X I I .

Storage of Garbage. Sec. 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
throw out. empty, or place on any lot. groiuid. street or alley in this citv 
any kitchen slops, vegetables, or animal waste, parings, refuse or offal, 
commonly called garbage ; but each and every person making, having, or 
necessitating any such slops, waste, parings, refuse or offal, commonly called 
garbage, shall put the same, and every part thereof, in some suitable water- 
tight vessel, to be kept covered, and to be placed at a convenient place on or 
near the premises, out of reach of, or distnrbMuce from animals and vehicles, 
and within reasonable convenience to garbage gatherers ; and every head of 
a family, or other person occupying or having control or iiuthority over, in, or 
on any place or premises where any such garbage is made, had or accumulated, 
shall be required to see to the collecting, and securing the same, according to 
the provisions of this section ; and any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this section, or shall .fail or neglect to perform either one or 
more of the duties imposed herein, shall be lined for any violation on any 
day, or for each day of any such failure or neglect of duty, in any sum not 
more than five dollars ; Provided, That nothing herein contained, shall pre- 
vent any such person from using or consuming his, her or their garbage, for 
any purpose not inconsistent with the object of this section. 


Districts. 
Sec, 2. For the convenience and facility of gathering and 
collecting such garbage, the said city is hereby divided into seven districts, to 
be known as " Districts 1, 2. 3, 4, 5, 6,' and 7." The eighth ward shall consti- 
tute District Xo. 1 ; the first and second wards shall constitute District No. 2 ; 
the third and fourth wards shall constitute District Xo. 3 ; the fifth ward 
shall constitute District Xo. 4 ; the sixth word shall constitute District Xo. 
5 ; the seventh ward shall constitute District Xo. fi ; and the ninth ward shall 
constitute District Xo. 7. 


Oarbage (Gatherers laoensed. Sec. '.i. It shall be the duty of the 
Mayor to license some competent persons for each or all of said districts, to 
gather and collect all the garbage in such districts or district; and it shall be 
unlawful for any person tt) make a business of collecting together and taking 
away any garbage, as set forth in section one. without having procured said 
license ; nor shall any license authorize any person to gather and take away 
garbage in any other district than that for which such person is licensed ; 
such liceiise shall be issued by the first of -Tune of each year. 
Any person 
violating the provisions of this section, shall be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing ten dollars, for each oftense, on any one day. 


PoAvei's of I^iceiise. 
Sec. 4. Such license shall be granted to the 
highest bidder, and such license, when granted, shall confer on the person 
licensed the exclusive privilege, in the district for which he is licensed, to 
follow the business of gathering and removing garbage for his own use ; but 
nothing in this section or chapter contained, shall authorize any such garbage 
gatherer to feed such garbage to stock, or otherwise use the same, within the 
limits of said city, so as to create any noisome or offensive odors or nuisance 
in or to the neighborhood, or anyperson or citizen thereof, where said garbage 
is so fed or used; and any garbage gatherer who shall be guilty of a violation of 
any provision of this section, shall be fined for each day that any such noisome 
or offensive odor or nuisance is maintained, suffered or permitted, in any 
sum not less than five, nor more than twenty dollars. 


To File Bond. 
Sec. -5. Before any person shall receive a license, he 
shall file a bond with security acceptable to the Mayor, payable to the City of 
Fort Wayne, in a penalty of two hundred dollars, conditioned for the faith- 
ful discharge of all duties required of him by the ordinances of the city, and 
which bond may be put in suit for all fines, penalties, costs, and forfeitures 
incurred by any such person, under this chapter. 


To li<'inove <irarbai4<'. 
Sec. Vk Every person so licensed, as aforesaid, 
to gather garbage, shall visit every place in his said district where garbage is 
made and kept for removal, at least once every t\vo days, and collect together, 
in a water-tight conveyance, which iie shall use, and keep for the purpose, all 
the garbage in said district, and shall remove the same to such place or places 
\vhere it will not cause any annoyance to citizens ; and every person so 
licensed, as aforesaid, who sliall fail to attend at the times and places to 
gather garbage, as herein rt (iiiired. or who shall fail to remove such garbage 
in a water-tight vessel, or vehicle, to prevent the spilling of the same on or 
along the streets ; or shall fail in any duty imposed by this chapter, each and 
every person so failing or offending,' shall be lined in any sum not exceeding 
five dollars for each offense, in any one day. 


To Keep Clean. Sec. 
It shall be nnlawful for any person to place 
any thing or substance into any garbage barrel or vessel kept upon any 
i»remises under the provisions of this ordinance, the tendency of which thing 
or substance would be to render garbage ;ind slop unclean and unfit to be fed 
to animals, and any person so doing shall, npon conviction, forfeit and pay a 
fine of not more than one hundred dollars.

l>io*»iised to Sell. Sec. 1. Xo person shall keep, sell or give awav any 
gun powder, gun-cotton, or other explosive material or compound, unless a 
permit, in writing, for such purpose, be first obtained from the Mayor, coun- 
tersigned by the Clerk. And no more than four permits shall be granted in 
any one block; and in case the number of applications shall exceed four, the 
authorized four shall be chosen by ballot by the city Council. The Clerk shall 
make an entry in a register kei)t for that purpose, of all persons' names and 
places of business having snch permit. \ o person, firm or corporation hav- 
ing such permit, shall have or keep, at his or their place of business, a greater 
quantity of gunpowder or guncotton than lifty pounds at one time, and the 
same shall then be kept in tin canisters or cases, containing not to exceed 
twenty-five pounds each, aiul in a place remote from fires, lighted lamps, 
candles, gas, or other intlammable matter, and so that the same may be quickly 
removed in case of fire ; and no perst>n shall weigh or sell any gunpowder or 
gnncotton after the lighting of lamps in the evening, unless sold in sealed 
canisters or cases. 


Keep a Sij?n. Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every person to whom any 
such permit is granted to keep a sign at the front door of his place of business, 
w i t h t h e w o r d "(runpowder" painted thereon in English letters, at least six 
inches long. 


T i m e o f P o r m i t . 
Sec. 3. All permits granted under this chapter, shall 
expire on the first d a y of April of each year. 
X o permit shall be granted to 
any retailer of intoxicating liquors, or to any intemperate person. 
T h e person 
receiving such permit shall only pay the f e e of Issuing ^ e same. 


Xitro-Gl.ycerine or l>ynamite. 
Sec. 4. 
Nitro-glycerine or dynamite 
may only be kept or made by permission of the Mayor iii writing, to be kept 
or made in such places and quantities as the Mayor in such permit shall 
authorize.

O a t y of Weifirlier. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of said Weigher, to 
attend the Barr street market, from 7 o'clock A. M. until dark, and weigh all 
hay or coal that may be there sold or offered for sale, measure all wood, and 
to weigh, such other articles as the owner may request. 


P l a c e of Sale. 
Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful to sell, or offer for sale, any 
coal, wood or hay at, upon, or in any street, alley or public place in the city, 
except the Barr street market space, between Washington street and Berry 
street. 
But nothing herein contained shall be intended to prevent the taking 
of orders for future delivery. 


To Weig-h Certain Articles. 
Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of said 
Weigher, to weigh all hay or coal oifered for sale at said market, so as to 
determine the true weight of each load of such hay or coal, and for this pur- 
pose the owner or seller of such hay or coal, shall allow said City Weigher to 
weigh any vehicle upon which hay or coal is loaded, at svxch times as said 
Weigher shall deem proper for the protection of purchasers ; and the Weigher 
shall collect from the owner or seller, for each weighing of hay, coal or vehicle, 
the sum of ten cents per d r a f t ; and he shall at the time deliver to the owner 
or seller, a ticket, showing thereon the exact weight of the wagon, and exact 
weight of the hay or coal, as the case may be, as well as the gross weight, and 
he shall sign and date the same. 


To Measure W o o d . 
Sec. 5. The City Weigher shall measure accurately 
every load of wood exposed for sale at said market, and furnish to each owner 
or seller a ticket, showing thereon the owner's name, the date, and the number 
of cubic feet contained in such load, and lie shall sign the same, and collect 
from said owner the sum or five cents for each load so measured. 


To P a y in Treasury. 
Sec. G. It shall be the duty of the City AVeigher. 
once every week to pay into the city treasury for the use of the city, all 
monies ci)llected by liim as such Weigher. 
For such purpose he shall keep a 
receipt book, giving to each person a receipt for all payments, and he shall 
then preserve a stub, showing the amount received, who from, the date, and a 
tnif^ statement of the weight or measure. 


Unlawful to Sell. Sec. 7. It shall be unlawful for any person to sell or 
offer to sell, any moldy or unclean hay, or offer to sell any hay in such man- 
ner as to deceive the purcliuser as to quantity or quality.

Sec. 8. Any person selling wood, or offering v.ood 
- for sale, within the City of Fort AVayiie. wIjo sh.all knowingly make any false 
representations as to the quantity or quality of wood contained in any load 
ottered for sale, with intent to defraud any person or persons, v.'ho may pur- ' 
chase the same ; or, v. lio shall fraudulently so construct any

Should any person, other than the owner, 
possessor or harborer of any dog contemplated by this chapter, remove from 
the neck of such dog any such collar, without the permission of such owner, 
possessor or harborer, such person shall be deemed a violator of this chapter, 
and subject to the penalty hereinafter prescribed.

Clerk under oath.

Council, assessed upon the property according to said report of said Street 
Commissioner, whereupon the same shall be charged against the owner upon 
the tax duplicate, and collected as other city taxe-s.

Proviso. 
Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to erect or cause to 
be erected, any frame building or shed within the fire limits of said city. 
Provided, That buildings destroyed by fire or acts of Providence, to an extent 
equal to not more than seventy-five per cent, of their assessed value, may be 
repaired to the extent of their former condition. 
And provided,, further^ That 
the owner of any frame building now existing within the tire limits, may 
repair the same of like material to an extent not to exceed in any one year, 
twenty-five per cent, of the assessed value of such building ; to do so. he shall 
first file with the City Clerk his written application for a permit, in which he 
shall give the number of the lot upon which the same is situated, with a min- 
ute description of such repairs, with an estimate of the costs thereof, and the 
assessed value of the building, and said repairs shall not exceed twenty-five 
per cent, of such assessed valuation. 


Oftivevs. 
Sec. 3. The Fire Department of the City of Fort Wayne, shall 
cousist of a Chief Engineer, a First and Second Assistant Chief Engineer, as 
many firemen, enginemen, hosemen, truckmen, and other persons as may be 
deemed necessary by the Common Council, to be divided into (-(mipanies as 
the Fire Commissioners may direct. 


Fire Commissioners. 
Sec. 4. The Fire Commissioners shall consist of 
the Mayor and four members of the Conmion Council, to be elected by the 
Common Council at their first regular meeting in .May of each year. 
It shall 
be their duty to examine and report to the Council ui)on all matters relating 
to the fire department referred to them by the ('ommon Council. 
They shall 
at all times have free access to all and every portion of the engine houses, 
rooms, stables, and premises, and power to examine, and report upon the con-1 
dition of all fire apparatus, and property of said department. 
The said Com- 
missioners shall have power to suspend, expel, line or reinstate any such sus- 
pended member. 
Thev shall have power at all times to purchase all feed and 
supplies necessary, except fuel, as the same from time to time are needed, 
and in case of emergency, shall have power to have any of the fire apparatus 
repaired sufficiently to keep tliem fit for service. 


K e c o r d a n d K e p o r t s . 
Sec. 
The Chief Engineer shall keep a record 
of the doings and workings of said department, subject at all times to inspec- 
tion. He shall, semi-annually, in the months of January and .Inly, at its first 
regular meeting in each month, make an accurate report to the Common 
Council, of the doings and condition of the department, aiul shall make 
special reports at such times as the Common Council shall, by resolution, 
require. 
lie, together with the Fire Commissioners, shall have entire control 
over the employes and property of said department. 
The Chief Engineer 
shall have power to suspend any employe, and in case of the suspension of 
any employe, it shall be his duty to at once notify the Fire Commissioners 
thereof in writing, giving his reasons therefor. 
The Chief Engineer shall be 
held accouiitable for the safe, and proper care of all city property in his cus- 
tody as such Chief.

lie shall, at fires, have 
sole command over all officers, employes, and persons. \;tho may be present. 
It shall be his duty to examine into the condition of all cisterns, hydrants, fire 
apparatus, and houses connected therewith, and report the same to the Fire 
Commissioners. 


Assistants. 
Sec. fi. The First and Second Assistant Chief Engineers 
shall be appointed bv the Chief Engineer, at the first meeting after his ap- 
pointment, such appointments to be confirmed by the Common Council.

near the premises, out of reach of, or disturbance from animals and vehicles, 
and within reasonable convenience to garbage gatherers ; and every head of 
a family, or other person occupying or having control or ajuthority over, in, or 
on anv place or premises where any such garbage is made, had or accumulated, 
shall be required to see to the collecting, and securing the same, according to 
the provisions of this section ; and any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this section, or shall „fail or neglect to perform either one or 
more of the duties imposed herein, shall be fined for any violation on any 
day, or for each day of any such failure or neglect of duty, in any sum not 
more than five dollars; Provided, That nothiVig herein contained, shall pre- 
vent any such person from using or consuming his, her or their garbage, for 
any purpose not inconsistent with the object of this section. 


Districts. 
Sec. 2. 
For the convenience and facility of gathering and 
collecting such garbage, the said city is hereby divided into seven districts, to 
be known as " Districts 1, 2. 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7." The eightii ward shall consti- 
tute District Xo. 1 ; the first and second wards shall constitute District íío. 2 ; 
the third and fourth wards shall constitute District No. 3 ; the fifth ward 
shall constitute District No. 4 ; the sixth word shall constitute District No.

It shall be the duty of the

away any garbage, as set forth in section one, without having procured said 
license ; nor .shall any license authorize any person to gather and take away 
garbage in any other district than that for which such person is lieensed ;

is so fed or used; and any garbage gatherer who shall be guilty of a violation of 
any provision of this section, shall be fined for each day that any such noisome 
or offensive odor or nuisance is maintained, suffered or permitted, in any 
sum not less than five, nor more than twenty dollars. 


To File liond.

Before any person shall receive a license, he 
shall file a bond with security acceptable to the Mayor, payable to the City of 
Fort Wayne, in a penalty of two hundred dollars, conditioned for the faith- 
ful discharge of all duties required of him by the ordinances of the city, and 
which bouil may be put in suit for all fines, 'penalties, costs, and forfeitures 
incurred by any such person, under this chapter.

Sec. T. It shall be unlawful for any person to place 
any thing or substance into any garbage barrel or vessel kept upon any 
premises under the provisions of this ordinance, the tendency of which thing 
or substance would be to render garbage and slop unclean and unfit to be fed 
to animals, and any person so doing shall, upon conviction, forfeit and pay a 
fine of not more than one hundred dollars.

4th The amount of each kind of revenue on hand at the date of said report 
to be carried t o the n e w account ; 5th. A detailed statement of t h e d i f f e r e n t 
amounts and purposes for which the same w a s laid out and expended ; 6th. 
The number and estimated value of the scliool buildings ; 7th. T h e a m o u n t 
of school furniture, and t h e estimated value of the same ; 8th. T h e average 
number of teachers, n o t including those in the grammar schools ; 9th. T h e 
average number of teachers employed in the grammar schools ; 10th. T h e 
total number of persons, male and female, between the ages of six (6) and 
twentv-one (21) years, as shown by the last enumeration ; 11th. The number 
enumerated, male and female, who are over fifteen (15) years of age ; 12th. 
The total number of different pupils including those of the p-ammar school, 
who were at any time during the year enrolled in the public schools ; 13th. 
The numbor of pupils at any time during the year in the grammar schools; 
14th- The average number of pupils belonging to all the schools; 15th. The 
average daily attendance in all of the schools ; I6th. The per cent, of daily 
attendance, based on the average whole number belonging to the schools ; 
17th The cost of tuition per pupil, based on the average whole number 
belonging to the schools ; 18th. The cost of tuition per pupil, including inci- 
dental expenses, such as fuel, repairs, maps, books, charts, and apparatus; 
19th. The number of days the schools were in session.

Sec. 2. The said Trustees shall make special reports 
to the Common Council when the Common Council shall by resolution direct 
them so to do.

Fort W a y n e and Chicago 
railway; Columbia and Main streets, from Harrison street to Barr street; 
Berry street, from Calhoun street to Clinton street; and Court street, shall be 
constructed of good, sound flagging stone, and no other material shall be used 
on said streets for such purpose, except by express permission of the Common 
Council. 


G r a d e Given by E n g i n e e r . 
Sec. 2. The grade for sidewalks shall be 
given by the City Civil Engineer, until a permanent grade shall be established 
by the Common Council. If any person shall build, or assist in building, any 
sidewalk when no grade has been established, or without first obtaining a 
grade therefor from the City (Mvil Engineer, or who shall build, or ass-ist in 
uilding, any sidewalk contrary to any grade which may be hereafter estab- 
l i s ^ d by the Common Council, or contrary to any of the provisions of thiA 
chapter, he shall in either case be subject to forfeit and pay ten dqllarii for

No cellar door shall rise or project above the sur- 
face of the sidewalk more than one inch at the outer edge, nor more than two 
inches near the store or other building; nor shall the hinges thereof, or anv 
other thing connected therewith, project or rise above the door; nor shall any 
staple, lock or other fastening be placed on the upper side thereof.

Sec. 6. xVll awnings shall be constructed of cloth, and the 
frame shall be elevated at least eight feet, and the curtain seven feet, at the 
lowest part thereof above the sidewalk, and shall not project over the same 
to exceed three-quarters of the width thereof,

ceiving or delivering goods, wares or merchandise, shall place or keep upon, or 
suffer to be placed or kept upon any sidewalk in the city, any goods, wares or 
merchandise, which he or they may be receiving or delivering, without leav- 
ing a passage way clear for pedestrians, of not less than six feet in width, and 
no person or persons, receiving or delivering such goods, shall suffer the same 
to be or remain on such sidewalk for a longer period than five hours. 


Xo person or persons, whether 
licensed as an auctioneer or not, shall sell or attempt to sell, or shall cry for 
sale at public auction in the city, atiy goods, chattels or personal property 
whatever, to any person or persons, so as to collect a crowd of people upon the 
streets or sidewalks of the city, whereby the free passage thereof of any per- 
son or persons is preventetl or hindered.

Sec. 11. Xo person shall ride, drive, lead, 
ptish or draw back any horse, wagon, cart or other vehicle over any sidewalk» 
or use, ride or drive any horse, wagon, sled or sleigh thereon, except at public 
or private crossings. 
Provided, 
That whenever, from want of an alley adja- 
cent to any lot or i)art of lot, there be no convenient access thereto, otherwise 
than by crossing such sidewalk, it shall be lawful for the owner or occupant 
of such lot or part of lot, or for any person in his employ, to drive on or over 
such sidewalk for the purpose of discharging any bulky or needful article on 
such lot or part of lot, and also to ride, lead or drive any animal or vehicle, as

Engineer attached, that said work has been properly done.

Council sliall thereupon assess the said expenses by resohition upon such lots 
respectively. 
Thereupon the City Treasurer shall demand payment thereof 
from the several parties against whom said assessment shall be made. In 
case any of the owners of the lots or parcels of ground on which such assess- 
ment liave been made, shall fail or refuse, for the space of twenty days after 
the date of the assessment by the Common Council to pay the amount thereof

shall designate the vehicle by number and name, and the owner or driver shall 
be severally liable for each and every violation of this chapter by such owner 
or driver. 
And every person so licensed shall, while acting as driver of such 
vehicle, wear a badge, consisting of a rectangular shaped metal plate, 1% by 
inches, to be furnished by the city at the time the license is issued, and 
for which licensee shall pay the cost price, and wear said badge on the outside 
of his coat so as to Jje easily seen. 
On said plate shall be engraved the word 
" Hack," or other word designating his kind of vehicle and the number of his 
license. 


I^iceiise F e e s . 
Sec. 6. All omnibuses and accommodation coaches run- 
ning in connection with hotels shall be charged for licenses, each, tlie sum of 
Jive dollars per annum. 
All omnibuses and accomodation coaches riuming upon established line», 


and at stated periods from place to place within the city, shall be charged for 
licenses, each, the sum of one dollar per annum. 


All coaches and carriages drawn by two horses, and occupying any public 
stand, or that shall rim for the conveyance of passengers for hire or reward, 
within the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of ten dollars per 
annum. 
All vehicles drawn by one horse and occupying any public stand, and used 


for the conveyance of passengers, for hire or reward, within the city, shall be 
charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum 


All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by two or 
more horses shall be charged for license, each, the sum of three dollars. 


All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by one horse 
shall be charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars per annum. 


All drays, carts, wagons, and other vehicles running within said city for hire 
or reward, and not otherwise expressly provided for, shall be charged for 
license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum. 


All wagons and other vehicles drawn by two or more horses for the con- 
veyance of many passengers, or heavy articles or things for hire, from place 
to place in the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of five dollars 
per annum if the tire of such wagcm be four or more inches in width, if less, 
ten dollars. 


Rates of Fare. Sec. 7. The price to be charged by the owner or driver 
of any vehicle, except an omnibus, for the conveyance of passengers for hire 
within said city, shall be as follows, to be regulated and estimated by the dis- 
tance on the most direct routes, viz: 
For carrying a passenger not exceeding one mile, fifty cents. 
For conveying a passenger any distance over a mile and less than two miles, 
one dollar. 


For conveying children between five and fourteen years of age, half of the 
above price may be charged for like distances, but for children under live 
years of age, no charge shall be made, unless such child is the only passenger, 
in which case full charge may be made. 


The distance from any railroad depot or hotel to any other railroad or hotel, 
shall in all cases be estimated as not exceeding one mile. 


For the use of coaches drawn by two horses, with one or more passengers 
by the day, eight dollars. 


For the use of any vehicle by the hour, w ith one or more passengers, with 
the privilege of going from place to place and stopping when required, as 
follows: 


For the first hour, one dollar and fifty cents, and for each succeeding hour, 
one dollar. 


Every passenger shall be allowed to have conveyed upon such vehicle, with- 
out charge, his ordinary traveling baggage, not exceeding in any case, one 
trunk. 


Soliciting-, Racing, Etc. 
Sec. 8. No driver, agent, employe, owner or 
owners of any such hackney coach, cab, carriage or other vehicle herein re- 
ferred to, shall solicit passengers, except for such vehicle as he may be 
licensed for; and no driver of any hackney coach, cab, omnibus, dray, carriage 
or other vehicle, shall engage in racing with another, or drive faster than a 
moderate rate, while passing in, along or through any of the public streets of 
the city; and all such vehicles shall keep to the right when in motion and 
passing along any of such public streets. 


Extortion. Sec. 9. No owner or driver of any hackney coach, cab, 
carriage or other vehicle, licensed as aforesaid, shall refuse to convey, in said 
city, any person, with or without baggage, as aforesaid, when applied to for 
that purpose, or, having undertaken to convey such person, shall omit or 
neglect so to do, or shall ask, take or extort, from any person desiring to be 
or having been conveyed to any place in said city, as the price or rate of fare 
for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare than herein established. 


Cartage of Merchandise. Sec. 10. Draymen, carters, expressmen or 
wagoners, licensed as aforesaid, shall be entitled to receive and ask, for cart- 
age of any articles of merchandise upon any such vehicle, where the distance 
shall not be greater than one mile, thirty-five cents; and for each additional 
mile, or fraction of a mile, twenty cents, and no person driving such licensed 
vehicle, shall refuse to convey, within said city, the goods, or merchandise, or 
other thing of any person, or shall omit or neglect so to do, or shall ask, take, 
state to, or extort from, any person desiring to have, or having had conveyed 
to any place in said city, such goods, Qr merchandise, or other thing, as the 
price or rate of fare for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare 
than that herein established. 
Provided, 
That this section shall not apply to 
teams with two or more horses or other animals, used for conveying heavier 
articles, where a special contract is made. 


Card of Rates Kept Posted. 
Sec. 11. 
Every driver or owner of a 
licensed hackney coach, cab or other vehicle, for the conveyance of passengers, 
shall at all times keep fixed and posted right side up, inside of the same, so 
as to be most conveniently seen and read, a card, to be furnished by the city 
at the expense of the owner, printed in plain, legible characters, containing 
the prices or rates of fare allowed by this chapter, and the name of the owner 
or driver of such vehicle and the number of the license thereof. 


Hack and Dray Stands. 
Sec. 12. It shall be unlawful for any hack, 
dray truck or other vehicle, when unemployed, to be permitted by the person 
owning or controling the same, to stand on any street or place in said city, 
except on the following streets, viz;

On the market space on Barr street, between Berry and Washington streets; 
hacks on the north side of Berry street, betwee^n Court and Calhoun streete; 
trucks and all other vehicles on the west side of Court street, and on the south 
side of Main street between Court and Calhoun streets, and upon no other 
street or space within said city. Provided, That only such hacks, drays, trucks, 
and other vehicles, as the ordinances of said city require to be licensed, shall 
be included in this chapter. 


Penalty. Sec. 13. Any person who shall violate any or either of the pro- 
visions of this chapter, or any section, clause or provision of any section of 
this chapter or who shall fail or neglect to comply with any or either of the 
requirements thereof, shall, on conviction, pay a tine ol not more than one 
hundred dollars.

Great trouble was ex- 
perienced in loading it on tho schooner 
Misty Way; but the trouble did not end 
there. "While in a galo in tho channel 
tho vessel was badly wrecked, and the 
lingo wooden tank, which stood on tho 
upper deck, was smashed and tlie valu- 
able ininalo tscaped. Tho sailors, when 
thoy saw tho whale floundering on the 
deck, were thunderstruck and made for 
the rigging. 


It is just possible that this most pre- 


cocious whale at Santa Monica is the same 
ono that endured captivity at Paris and 
mode its escape. Ho evidently belongs 
to fhft species known as the sebbaldius 
aulfurais, aa tlie body is largo and rela- 
tively slender, and is capable of great 
speed.

Tho Santa Monica 
people arc enjoying Mm, and ib Li to ha 
hoped no attempt will bo made at a capt- 
ure.—Los Angeles (Cal.)

Food Product! of China. 


In an interesting article) on "Tlio Food 


of China" Tho North China Herald says 
that the greatest part of the soil of th3 
Celestial empire which is cultivated is 
devoted to tho production of food. There 
are no flocks or herds, and the areas de- 
voted to cuttou and mulberry are very 
email compared to the extent of tho em- 
pire. Of tlio 250,000,000 or 260,000,000 
of China three-fifths live on rironnd two- 
fifthK on small millet aud wheat. In tin 
dry, dusty soil of the northern provinces 
millet and wheat grow well and form the 
food of the inhabitants; in tlie moist ROJ! 
and hot climate of south China ricfl pros- 
pers and forma the chief produce and 
food of Hie people. Maize extends over 
a wider area every decade. Valuable, 
too, is the glutinous rico, from which the 
old umlirtilled wine is brewed, and which 
is itself an appetizing article of food. 
Cabbages and carrots, with tho boat tur- 
nips, onions, melons and radishes, have 
come into China from the w«it; the 
kind which are indigenous are interior. 


"Western gardening, which lias im- 


proved no many vegetable productions, 
has done much for China in supplying 
her markets. Spinach was introduced 
1,000 years ago from Persia, und thu 
namu pot-si a, by which it is known, 
means tho Persian vegetable. Lately 
beet root has come in from Ktirope, for 
though the Chinese cannot make up their 
minds to inaku railways, they like new 
fruits and vegetables well enough. Tho 
introduction of European and American 
vegetables, seeds and fruit trees into 
China is improving and varying tho food 
of tho [wople, just as western arts and 
manufactures aro increasing their luxuries 
and comforts. And in three ways many 
changes aro being brought altout quietly 
but effectively, which aro to a consider- 
able extent altering tbo old life of tbo 
Chinescand almost imperceptibly opening 
tho way to further departures.—Chicago 
Times.
